CUBA—GREAT BRITAIN.—The Richmond 
Enquirer states, on the authority of a gentleman at 
Washington, that the rumour of England being 
about to take possession of Cuba, is entirely ground- 
-less—and that so far from it, Mr. Canning, it is 
saidg has made an official communication to the 
eovernment of the United States, that the British 
government would consider itself disgraced, were 
it to avail itself of the present condition of Spain, to 


this country. This right of discovery vested in 
the sovereign of the state by which it was made, the 
exclusive and ahsolute right, as among other Eu- 
ropean nations, to purchase of the Indians, or to 
acquire the soil by any other mode. It was not 
incompatible wiih the Indian title, but superior to 
it, and no individual or country could acquire any 
interest in the soil, without the sanction of that 
sovereign. The conclusion, therefore, to which 
the Court arrived was ¢éhat as the claim of the 
Plaintiff never had received the sanction of the 
sovereign, it did not constitute a right which could 
be sufiorted in a court of justice.
